Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  October’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  continued 
to  climb,  reaching  almost  $1 .6  billion 
from  $1 .5  billion  in  September  and 
$853  million  last  October.  During  the 
first  10  months  of  1988,  farm  product 
exports  exceeded  imports  by  $12.6 
billion,  more  than  double  1 987's  $5.8 
billion  margin.  Agricultural  exports 
rose  $122  million  above  September’s 
value,  while  imports  rose  $92  million. 

Exports  Up  -  Agricultural  exports 
totaled  $3.3  billion  in  October,  the 
highest  level  since  March  and  $626 
million  above  October  1987.  Growth 
commodities  included  soybeans, 
corn,  rice,  and  horticultural  products 

Soybean  exports  in  October  reversed 
their  September  decline,  expanding 
about  80  percent  in  value  to  $421 
million.  Japan  and  Western 
European  countries  boosted  their 
spending  on  U.S.  soybeans  as 
availability  from  South  American 
suppliers  dwindled.  Drought-reduced 
U.S.  production  this  year  cut  export 
volume,  but  prices  averaged  $308 
per  ton,  up  sharply  from  last  year. 

Corn  exports  rebounded  strongly  in 
October  to  4.2  million  tons  valued  at 
$560  million,  with  heavy  shipments  to 
the  USSR  and  Mexico  more  than  off¬ 
setting  declines  to  Taiwan,  Korea, 
and  Egypt.  Sales  to  Japan  and  Spain 
remained  brisk.  Export  prices  eased 
further  from  their  August  peak,  but 
continued  well  above  year-ago  levels. 

Wheat  exports  fell  nearly  1  million 
tons  in  October  after  a  bulge  in 
shipments  to  China,  Egypt,  Iraq,  and 
Morocco  during  September.  Dimin¬ 
ished  shipments  under  the  Export 
Enhancement  Program  (EEP) 
caused  average  export  prices  to 


escalate  in  October  to  their  highest 
point  since  mid-1985. 

Rice  exports  increased  to  their 
highest  level  since  May,  posting  an 
$18  million  gain  over  September. 
Although  U.S.  rice  moves  through 
donations  and  credit  sales  programs, 
commercial  markets  in  Western 
Europe,  Latin  America,  and  the 
Caribbean  have  become  increasingly 
important.  (Steve  MacDonald) 

Imports  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports 
edged  5  percent  higher  in  October  to 
more  than  $1 .7  billion  due  to  higher 
wine,  sugar,  and  crude  rubber 
purchases.  Coffee  imports  fell  2 
percent  from  September  to  $1 95 
million.  Wine  imports,  sluggish  this 
year  because  of  unfavorable  foreign 
exchange  rates  and  relatively  high 
prices,  surged  53  percent  to  $1 14 
million  in  anticipation  of  improved 
holiday  sales.  (Steve  Milmoe,  202-

Import  Sources  -  U.S.  agricultural 
imports  during  fiscal  1988  rose  2 
percent  in  value  to  $21  billion.  Al¬ 
though  rankings  of  most  major 
suppliers  remained  similar  to  last 
year’s,  Indonesia  improved  its  market 
share  significantly,  moving  up  to  fifth 
place  behind  Australia  (see  table  4). 
Indonesia  is  a  leading  source  of 
tropical  products  such  as  natural 
rubber,  coffee,  and  spices.  Imports 
from  Canada,  Brazil,  Australia,  and 
New  Zealand  also  posted  gains. 
Imports  from  Colombia,  Denmark, 
Italy,  West  Germany,  and  the  Central 
Americas  dropped  sharply.  While 
Chile  is  not  among  the  leading 
suppliers,  U.S.  imports  of  fruits, 
vegetables,  and  other  products  from 
Chile  jumped  22  percent  to  $348 
million.
